Court to consider 
Nixon control of 
White House tapes 


WASHINGTON <AP) — The Supreme 
Court today agreed to hear arguments in 
former President Richard M. Nixon’s bid 
for control of White House tape recordings 
and other records of his administration. 
The justices agreed to review a decision 
of a three-judge federal court in Washington 
upholding the Presidential Materials and 
Recordings Preservation Act passed by 
Congress in 1974. 
The act gives the General Services 
Administration control over an estimated 42 
million pages of documents, including about 
200,000 prepared or reviewed by Nixon, and 
888 fiveinch reels of tape. 
The material is available to Nixon and to 
officers of the executive branch of gover­ 
nment, subject to GSA regulations. Nixon 
contends that GSA control of the material 
violates his rights to privacy. 
The act calls for the GSA to prepare 
regulations to govern public access to the 
material and submit them to Congress for 
approval. 
The 
first 
set 
of 
proposed 
regulations was rejected by the Senate last 
year, a second set was withdrawn by the 
GSA and a third was vetoed by the House on 
Sept. 14. 


On Oct. 26, the U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in Washington ruled that the White 
House tapes played during the Watergate 
cover-up trial of Nixon’s top advisers could 
be released to the public. 
“By definition, the tapes played at the 
trial are no longer confidential,” Chief 
Judge David L. Bazelon said in a twopage 
opinion rejecting arguments by Nixon’s 
attorneys that the tapes would invade the 
former President’s privacy and prove 
embarrassing to him. 
"The tapes at issue are not recordings of 
s bedroom or other intimate conversations, 
and the embarrassment Mr. Nixon fears is 
not republication of highly personal mat­ 
ters,” Bazelon said. 
The court, in ordering the U.S. District 
Court to devise a procedure for making the 
tapes public, said the recordings are 
‘‘conversations 
between 
business 
associates admitted into evidence as proof 
of criminal misconduct." 
If the tapes are eventually released, the 
public will learn the tone and inflections of 
voice used in conversations of Nixon and 
W atergate figures John D. Ehrlichman, 
H.R. Haldeman, John Dean and others. The 


public will find out what “expletives” were 
deleted from written transcripts of the 
recordings. 
U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica had 
ruled that the tapes should be withheld from 
public distribution temporarily, and it was 
his decision which was appealed to the 
Circuit Court by several broadcast news 
organizations. 
On Dec. 20,1974 — one day after President 
Ford signed the Presidential Materials and 
Recordings Preservation Act — Nixon filed 
suit in federal court on Dec. 20,1974 to have 
the law declared unconstitutional as an 
invasion of his privacy and of the powers of 
the presidency. 
The three-judge court found it “doubtful” 
that a former president was entitled to 
claim the limited executive privilege which 
a president has to protect his confidential 
dealings with his advisers. 
In any event, it found that the act would 
infringe only slightly on confidentiality, be­ 
cause government archivists would screen 
the material before it could be made public. 
As to the privacy claim, the court said this 
could not be tested until after the regu­ 
lations have been adopted.

Home-buying boom underway 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Home buying this 
year is providing one of the few bright spots 
in the nation’s economic picture despite 
studies showing the average American 
family cannot afford a median-priced 
house. 


Sales of new and existing homes are 
certain to surpass the old record of three 
million set in 1975, industry and government 
figures show. And home buying is booming 
despite a 61 per cent jump in the price of a 
new home over the past four years. 


In fact, analysts say, people are so 
determined to buy their own little rose- 
covered cottage that both spouses are 
holding down jobs and some may be digging 
deeper into tbeir budget to swing it. 
"Under the old ratios, many buyers would 
have been priced out, but by having two 
incomes and stretching even further, 
they’re managing to keep up," said Kenneth 
J. Karin, chief economist of the National 
Association of Realtors. 
Mortgage rates — a key factor in home 


costs — have dropped, and some families 
apparently are cashing in on the equity in 
their former homes which have risen in 
value 
For example, a medianpriced existing 
home purchased four years ago for $27.000, 
w ith $2,700 dow n and carrying a 25-year, 7.5- 
per-cent mortgage, would yield the owner 
$15,955 in cash toward another home if sold 
for today ’s median price of $38.700. 
Whatever the reason, according to the 
National Association of Realtors, sales of 
existing homes are expected to hit three 
million this year, up from last year’s record 
2.45 million, and the Census Bureau says 
sales of new homes totaled 492,000 over the 
first nine months of the year. 
The record for sales of new homes in a 
year was 718,000 set in 1972 
The Census Bureau reported the median 
price of a new home in September wfas 
$45,200, up from $39.700 in the same month a 
year ago and $28,000 in 1972. The Realtors 
Association says the median-priced existing 
home this September cost $38,-700, up from 


$35.800 a year ago and $27,000 tour years 
ago 
W hile such figures may w arm the cockles 
of the hearts of homeowners w hose equity is 
growing, they generate a chill in the hearts 
of first-time buyers who must enter the 
marketplace w ithout such a cushion.

Congress last year issued a widely cited 
study that estimated only 15 per cent of 
American families could afford a median- 
priced new home Library of Congress 
researchers, who compiled the study, now 
say that it focused on middleincome buyers 
and the percentage would have been higher 
had a broader income range been studied. 
John C. Weicher, chief economist at the 
D epartm ent 
of Housing and U rban 
Development, has taken issue with the 
congressional study. He says more like 30 
per cent of American families can afford 
the median-priced new home and, since half 
the houses sold are cheaper, a much larger 
percentage of the population can afford a 
home.

The Marine Corps has decided 
that the fatal beating of Pvt. 
Lynn E. McClure during a 
supervised punishment exercise 
at its San Diego training facility 
last December was a “regret­ 
table incident " 
His death, the corps found, 
was due to violations of general 


orders and certain laxities in 
training methods. The punish­ 
ment: 
letters M reprimand 
against a colonel; two captains 
and a sergeant who had been 
implicated in the death. Two 
other men, both sergeants, were 
exonerated. 
The reprimands carry no 
disciplinary penalties and are 
one of the lightest forms of 
punishment possible. At worst, 
they could affect the officers’ 
chances of promotion. 
The punishment, if it can be 
caUed that, is far less severe 
than that provided for con­ 
viction of the original charges 
made against the sue men. These 
included negligent homicide, 
m anslaughter, 
assau lt, 
maltreatment and other of­ 
fenses. 
All these charges were set 
aside during two courts-martial 
and other legal proceedings 
against the six men during the 
past four months.

Unknown to the Secret Ser­ 
vice. the suspect was at large 
when President Ford recently 
visited the Philadelphia hotel 
w liere 29 American Legion con­ 
ventioneers were stricken last 
July, 
The breakdown in com­ 
munications raised the hackles 
of Secret Service officials who 
recalled the FBls failure to 
warn them about Lee Harvey 
Oswald liefore President John F 
Kennedy's tragic visit to Dallas 
in November 1963. 


A mysterious affliction struck 
down die 29 unlucky legion­ 
naires. all of whom had been at 
Philadelphia s grand old 
Bellevue Stratford hotel. Mean­ 
while. we learned that a vague 
but ominous letter had been sent 
to Dr. William Sunderman Jr., 
the nation's leading expert in 
nickel poisoning. The letter 
hinted at nickel poisoning. 
Since the anonymous letter 
reached Sunderman bef ore most 
e\|x*rts began to suspect nickel 
carbonyl may have been die 
lethal agent. Sunderman turned 


the letter over to the FBI in 
Hartford. Whoever wrote the let­ 
ter, it appeared, might have in­ 
side knowledge of the calamity 
in Philadelphia. 
Although the FBI received the 
letter by August 2, the Secret 
Service was never shown a copy. 
In the meantime, President Ford 
was cleared for a visit to the 
Bellevue Stratford on the eve­ 
ning of September 23. 
The president visited some of 
the same spots where the dead 
legionnaires had been seen. Had 
the Secret Service known a 
suspect was still loose, widi a 
knowledge of nickel poisoning, 
it’s doubtful the president would 
have been permitted to visit the 
hotel. 
But the Secret Service didn’t 
learn about the ominous letter 
until w'e wrote about it on Octo­ 
ber 28. We quoted from a confi­ 
dential study by Rep. John Mur­ 
phy, D. N.Y., that the killer may 
have been a “paranoid' person 
with a knowledge of chemicals. 
Alerted by our column, the 
Secret Service contacted Mur­ 
phy and, with his help,, located 
the letter. By use of sophisticated 
ink comparisons and other scien­ 
tific tools, the Secret Service 
quickly located the letter writer. 


He turned out to fit Murphy s 
description of the possible killer. 
He was eccentric and possessed 
some knowledge of chemicals. 
But after surveillance and in­ 
vestigation. the Secret Service 
determined that the man had 
not been in Philadelphia at the 
right time to have caused the 
legionnaires' deaths. 
“Your column alerted us to the 
potential suspect," said a spokes­ 
man. “We did a thorough in­ 
vestigation. We talked to him. 
We do not now regard him as a 
protective interest.” In other 
words, he looked like a passible 
suspect but has now, been ruled 
out. 
Footnote: Officially, both the 
FBI and Secret Service declined 
to comment on the breakdown in 
liaison. But not for attribution, 
Secret Service sources con­ 
firmed they were “deeply con­ 
cerned" over the FBI's failure to 
forward a copy of the letter to 
them at once. In fairness, it 
should be added that com­ 
munication between the two 
agencies usually has been ex­ 
cellent since President Ken­ 
nedy’s assassination. 
HMMMM CONTROVERSY: A 
controversy is boiling inside the 
National Education Assn. over 
an employee's right to say “Hm- 
mmm" to his superiors. 
We inadvertently touched off 
the great “Hmmmm" debate by 
accusing the National Institute of 
Education of recklessness with 
the taxpayers' money. Our story 
was read with special interest at 
the NEA. which works closely 
with the federal institute. 
A staff aide, named Don Mc- 
Comb, reproduced the column, 
wrote “Hmmmm” at the bottom 
and circulated it among his 
fellow employees. He questioned 
wliether the NEA might be in­

Morgan accepted the frank 
statement and agreed to a 
second installation. This proved 
such a complete success that 
Morgan’s financial support for 
public power was assured. 
Incidentally, with the junking of 
the generator in the Morgan 
stable, the warmth disappeared 
from the brick conduit, and the 
yowling cats deserted the 
Morgan backyard.

A NEW WARNING 
A new organization has appeared on the American 
scene whose aim is to sound a new alarm on the Soviet 
threat to the United States. 
Called the Committee on the Present Danger, it con­ 
sists of former high-level government officials who ought 
to know what they are talking about: Paul Nitze, former 
Deputy Secretary of Defense; Dean Rusk, former 
Secretary of State; David Packard, Deputy Secretary of 
Defense from 1969 to 1971; Henry Fowler, Treasury

Eugene Rostow, a former Under Secretary of State for 
Political Affairs, and others. They will challenge 
President- elect Carter or anybody else who tries to cut 
the U .S. defense budget next year. 
Mr. Nitze said the objective of the Committee is to 
achieve “a clear understanding by the populace of 
what’s going on” in the world as a result of Soviet ex­ 
pansionism. The Committee also called for stronger U.S. 
world leadership and a strengthening of armed forces to 
meet an increasing danger from “ the Soviet drive for 
dominance based upon an unparalleled military build­ 
up.” It warned also that the threats which the United 
States now faces "are more subtle and indirect than was 
once the case. As a result, awareness of danger has 
diminished” in the non-communist world. 
We welcome the Committee on the Present Danger. It 
will add the weight of its voice to those of many other 
concerned groups and individuals who have not been 
fooled by detente into thinking that the acute danger to 
U.S. national security has in any way diminished. 
On the contrary, the threat to this country grows 
almost by the hour, and that hour is now desperately late.

W HEN the incandescent lam p 
was invented by Thomas A 
Edison, 
J 
Pierpont 
Morgan 


sought to improve the lighting in 
his mansion. He had a boiler and 
an electric generator installed in 
a celler under his stable, with 
the wires running to the house in 
a brick conduit. In the winter, 
these 
bricks 
became 
warm 
enough to melt the snow and dry 
off. Every night their warm th 
attracted 
more cats than a 
Fulton 
Fish 
M arket. 
The 
fighting and yowling not only 
disturbed the Morgan family but 
infuriated the neighbors who 
complained repeatedly. Morgan 
was human enough that he 
probably would have financed a 
public power plant if for no other 
reason than to get ride of such a 
nuisance 


Of course, there were more 
serious objections to the private 
power plant. To stop complaints 
about the vibration and noise, he 
had to have the generator raised 
and reset on rubber pads and 
then have a wall of sandbags 
built inside the cellar. No m atter 
how often he changed coal, or 
how much he paid for it, there 
was one neighbor who insisted 
that fumes from the generator 
and 
smoke from the boiler 
blackened her silverware 


Nor was the electric lighting 
system inside the home entirely 
satisfactory. In the first place, 
he could have electric service 
only from three in the afternoon 
until eleven at night because the 
operation of the plant required 
an experienced engineer Even 
between those hours there were 
frequent breakdowns and short 
circuits It was not uncommon to 
have the lights flicker and fade 
out in the midst of dinner or 
during a card game. 
When 
friends 
called 
to spend 
the 
evening, there was always the 
fear that they would outstay the 
electricity 
Such emergencies 
were met with gaslight, but it 
was more than annoying to have 
to apologize constantly for the 


electric failures 
Naturally, when Edison built 
the first public power plant in 
New York City, Morgan was 
interested in its possible con­ 
venience for residence lighting. 
He decided to junk his own 
generator 
and 
take 
public 
power. He persuaded Everitt H. 
Johnson, 
Edison’s 
right-hand 
man. to install the wires. One 
ticklish job in those days was to 
provide for a lamp on a desk that 
had to be moved whenever the 
room was cleaned. Johnson put 
an insulated plate in the floor 
and a contact pin in one leg of 
the desk, contact to be made 
through the rug In some way 
the pin became bent, and a short 
circuit 
started a fire which 
burned both the rug and the 
desk. 
Johnson went back the next 
day wondering what kind of an 
explanation 
would 
satisfy 
Morgan. He could not let the 
financier 
lose 
confidence 
in 
public power because his sup­ 
port was necessary for its fuller 
development He walked into the 
room, took one look at the 
charred desk and rug, and then 
said simply: “The trouble is not 
inherent in the thing itself, but is 
all my fault. I will put it in 
working order so it will be safe." 
Morgan accepted the frank 
statem ent 
and 
agreed 
to a 
second installation This proved 
such a complete success that 
M organ's financial support for 
public 
power 
was 
assured. 
Incidentally, with the junking of 
the generator in the Morgan 
stable, the warm th disappeared 
from the brick conduit, and the 
yowling 
cats d e se rte d 
the 
Morgan backyard.

League’s third leading active 
home run hitter and a fine de­ 
fensive outfielder, will be sized 
for Yankee pinstripes today 
and should fit in nicely with the 
legends that roamed the Yan­ 
kee outfield for so many years. 
The Associated Press learned 
that Jackson will sign a $3 mil­ 
lion five-year package with the 
Yankees today. 
“Having him in the outfield 
will be in keeping with the old 
Yankee tradition of Ruth, Di­ 
Maggio and Mantle," said a 
jubilant Mayor Abe Beame. 
“It’s nice to know he’ll be hit­ 
ting for New York.” 
Beame’s joy reflected the 
outpouring of emotion Jackson 
felt last Monday when Yankee 
owner 
George 
Steinbrenner 
took him on a walking and 
wooing tour around New York. 
And in the final analysis, it was 
the energy of New York, its 
streets, its people, its media 
and its hunger for a winner 
that tipped the scales toward 
the Yankees. 
Why is Jackson going to ac­ 
cept the Yankees’ offer of 83 
million today when he could 


have taken a “king’s ransom’’ 
of slightly less than 84 million 
from Montreal? 
“Probably because of New 
York and probably because of 
George Steinbrenner,” said a 
source close to the negotiations. 
“He found the Yankees to be 
fair gentlemen to deal with." 


Jackson was due here today 
with the Yankees set to give 
him the red-carpet treatment 
with a scheduled mid-afternoon 
news conference. Jackson has 
not signed any preliminary con­ 
tract or a memorandum of 
agreement, but he has given 
Steinbrenner his word that he 
will sign with the Yankees. 
“It would be wonderful to 
sign him," said Steinbrenner 
Sunday after he arrived by 
plane from his home in Tampa, , 
Fla. “More than that I don’t I 
want to tell you." 


Since Mantle retired in 1968, 
the Yankees have moved from 
the heavyweight division to the 
lightweights, especially in the 
outfield. 
Bobby Murcer, Mantle’s heir 
apparent, hit 33 homers in 1972, 
but he wasn’t a bonafide, con­ 
sistent power hitter. When the 
Yankees moved to Shea Sta­ 
dium for the 1973 and 1974 sea­ 
sons, Murcer totaled 32 homers 
— only 10 in 1974. 
Following the 1974 season, I, 
Murcer was traded to the Gi-1 
ants for Bobby Bonds, who 


could have been the slugging 
outfielder the Yankees lacked. 
But he was traded to California 
after hitting 32 homers in 1975. 
Jackson, who will be 31 in 
May, won’t be a one-year Yan­ 
kee. Sources said Jackson will 
be getting 82 million in salary

Worse, there are faint signals, if reports are to be believed, 
that despite Mr. Carter’s soothing words, the new president 
and Burns are moving toward a head-on collision. Presumably 
Mr. Carter wants to step up the supply of money at a faster 
rate, though he has not said so. And Burns has served notice he 
plans no such accommodation, but rather intends what might 
be interpreted as a slight tightening 
This leaves Mr. Carter lost in a plethora of conflicting ad­ 
vice. with no one to guide him. His situation, of course, is no 
better and no worse than that of the last half dozen presidents. 
None of them did well in the crunch on meeting economic 
crises. 
What this means is that Mr. Carter, no more than any of his 
predecessors, knows how to reduce unemployment and infla­ 
tion in the short run. Nor in the long run either, except by cut 
and try — a minor fix here and there. 
In the end. I suspect, any satisfactory solution depends less 
on economic-financial steps than on somehow building con­ 
fidence among a great many groups.

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Farmer’s share of food dollar 
drops to lowest point in 5 years 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
farmer’s share of each dollar 
spent by consumers for food 
dropped to 37.6 cents in Octo­ 
ber, the smallest in more than 
five years, the Agriculture De­ 
partment says. 
In September, the farmer’s 
share of the food dollars was 
38.9 cents and a year earlier in 
October 1975 the share was 43.2 
cents. The balance of each dol­ 
lar spent — historically around 
60 cents — goes to middlemen 
for 
transporting, 
processing 
and selling food. 
As used by USDA, the in­ 
dicator shows how much farm­ 
ers get for each dollar spent at 
retail stores for market-basket 
of 65 food items originating on 
American farms. 
Henry T. Badger of the de­ 
partment's Economic Research 
Service said the farm share of 
37.6 cents last month was the 
smallest since January 1971, 
when it was at the same rate. 
For all of 1971, farmers got 


an average of about 38 cents 
from each market-basket food 
dollar spent by consumers. The 
rate rose to 40 cents in 1972 and 
to 46 cents in 1973. 
But the farm share then de­ 
clined to 43 cents in 1974 and to 
42 cents in 1975. This year it 
will average less than 40 cents 
for the first time since 1971, ac­ 
cording to preliminary USDA 
figures. 


The farmer s share of the 
food dollar does not tell how re­ 
tail food prices behave over all. 
It simply indicates what pro­ 
portion of a family’s grocery 
spending goes to farmers and 
how much to middlemen. 


Retail food prices soared 14.5 
per cent annually in 1973 and in 
1974. They slowed to an annual 
increase of 8.5 per cent in 1975 
and are averaging 3 per cent 
higher this year, the slowest 
food 
price increase in five 
years. Department experts say 
1977 food prices also will rise, 
but probably at a moderate 


rate of 3 to 4 per cent. 
The main reason the farmer's 
share of the food dollar has 
dropped is that prices for many 
items he produces are much 
lower than 
they were pre­ 
viously. From September to Oc­ 
tober, for example, the farm 
value 
of 
all 
market-basket 
foods dropped 3,5 per cent. 


‘‘Decreases were extremely 
sharp for hogs, poultry, eggs, 
wheat and oilseeds," the de­ 
partment's 
report said. 
“ In 
contrast, 
returns 
increased 
sharply for lettuce due to unfa­ 
vorable weather in the produc­ 
tion area.’’ 


Meanwhile, the middleman's 
share or "farm-retail spread” 
of prices between what farmers 
get and consumers pay for food 
increased 
1.9 per cent from 
September to October. 
Compared with a year ear­ 
lier. the farm value of market- 
basket food was down 14 per 
cent, while the middleman's 
share was up 8 2 per cent, the 


report said. 
The new figures showed that 
on an all-cut basis, retail beef 
prices 
in October continued 
their decline and averaged less 
than $1.34 a pound, the lowest 
in 20 months. But department 
experts say beef prices soon 
will go up and probably will set 
a new annual high average of 
$1.49 a pound in 1977, as cattle 
producers continue to reduce 
their herds. 
According to USDA records, 
retail beef prices soared to a 
monthly record of $1.61 a pound 
in July 1975 before declining. 
Pork 
prices 
also dropped 
again last month to an average 
of less than $1.25 a pound from 
nearly $1.33 in September, the 
figures showed. 
Lettuce prices jumped to 70.1 
cents a head in October from 
an average of 53.9 cents in Sep­ 
tember. the report said. Eggs, 
after rising to 89 cents a dozen 
in retail stores on a national 
average in September, dropped 
to 87.6 cents last month.

Farmer’s share of food dollar 
drops to lowest point in 5 years 


WASHINGTON (A P I - The 
farmer's share of each dollar 
spent by consumers for food 
dropped to 37.6 cents in Octo­ 
ber, the smallest in more than 
five years, the Agriculture De­ 
partment says. 


In September, the farmer’s 
share of the food dollars was 
38,9 cents and a year earlier in 
October 1975 the share was 43.2 
cents. The balance of each dol­ 
lar spent — historically around 
60 cents — goes to middlemen 
for 
transporting, 
processing 
and selling food. 


As used by USDA. the in­ 
dicator shows how much farm­ 
ers get for each dollar spent at 
retail stores for market-basket 
of 65 food items originating on 
American farms. 
Henry T Badger of the de­ 
partment's Economic Research 
Service said the farm share of 
37.6 cents last month was the 
smallest since January 1971, 
when it was at the same rate. 
For all of 1971. farmers got 


an average of about 38 cents 
from each market-basket food 
dollar spent by consumers. The 
rate rose to 40 cents in 1972 and 
to 46 cents in 1973. 
But the farm share then de­ 
clined to 43 cents in 1974 and to 
42 cents in 1975. This year it 
will average less than 40 cents 
for the first time since 1971, ac­ 
cording to preliminary USDA 
figures 


The farmer's share of the 
food dollar does not tell how re­ 
tail food prices behave over all. 
It simply indicates what pro­ 
portion of a family’s grocery 
spending goes to farmers and 
how much to middlemen 


Retail food prices soared 14 5 
per cent annually in 1973 and in 
1974. They slowed to an annual 
increase of 8 5 per cent in 1975 
and are averaging 3 per cent 
higher this year, the slowest 
food 
price 
increase 
in 
five 
years Department experts say 
1977 food prices also will rise, 
but probably at a moderate 


rate of 3 to 4 per cent 
The main reason the farmer's 
share of the food dollar has 
dropped is that prices for many 
items he produces are much 
lower 
than 
they 
were

viously From September to Oc­ 
tober. for example, the farm 
value 
of 
all 
market-basket 
foods dropped 3 5 per cent 


“ Decreases were extremely 
sharp for hogs, poultry, eggs, 
wheat and oilseeds,’’ the de­

said 
"In 
contrast, 
returns 
increased 
sharply for lettuce due to unfa­ 
vorable weather in the produc­ 
tion area " 


Meanwhile, the middleman's 
share or "farm-retail spread 
of prices between what farmers 
get and consumers pay for food 
increased 1.9 per cent from 
September to October 
Compared with a year ear­ 
lier, the farm value of market- 
basket food was down 14 per 
cent, while the middleman's 
share was up 8 2 per cent, the 


report said. 
The new figures showed that 
on an all-cut basis, retail beef 
prices 
in October continued 
their decline and averaged less 
than $1 34 a pound, the lowest 
in 20 months But department 
experts say beef prices soon 
will go up and probably will set 
a new annual high average of

(AP) — The continued resur­ 
gence of the Republican Party 
in Missouri rests with recruit­ 
ment of “fresh, bright faces" to 
represent the GOP in the 1978 
legislative races, says state 
chairman Lowell McCuskey. 
“We’ve got to concentrate 
our efforts on that," the Linn 
attorney said in an interview. 
“This last time we failed mis­ 
erably. We just failed to put 
our effort in that area." 
The revival of Republican 
strength in Missouri was “mo­ 
mentarily stalled” with the nar­ 
row defeat of Gov. Christopher 
S. Bond in the Nov. 2 election. 
Considered a cinch for re- 
election, Bond ran on what he 
considered to be the major ac­ 
complishments for the state 
during his term. But he fell to 
Democrat 
Joseph 
Teasdale, 
who 
pitched 
his campaign 
against rising utility rates and 
taxes—populous issues the vot­ 
ers were apparently very con­ 
cerned about. 
“We have a big problem in 
Missouri," admits GOP nation­ 
al 
Comm itteewoman 
Eyvon 
Mendenhall. “We hilled our­ 
selves into thinking we had a 
governor and big offices and 
that maybe the state was be­ 
coming a bipartisan state. I 
think we forgot the state was a 
Democrat state.” 
Mrs. Mendenhall said the 
party has “a lot of work to do" 
if it is to continue building its 
strength in the state, and both 
she and McCuskey said work 
must begin with building up 
grassroots support among vot­ 
ers. 
The last time Republicans 
controlled the House was in- 
1953-1964. Since then, there 
have only been three General 
Assemblies in which Democrats 
did not control 100 seats or 
more. 
In the Senate, where the 
Democrats have held a two- 
thirds majority in every assem­ 
bly but one since 1969, the GOP 
has not had control since 1947- 
1949. 
Republicans have tradition­ 
ally had difficulty in attracting 
legislative candidates capable 
of competing with Democrats 
in normally Democratic dis­ 
tricts. But McCuskey says the 
party 
has 
already 
started 
searching for such candidates 
for the 1978 election. 
“You have to go out and re­ 
cruit these people, and we just 
didn’t do that this last time," 
he said. In the recent election, 
the GOP conceded more than 
80 House seats to the Demo­ 
crats by not putting up candi­ 
dates. 
The election of Republican 
John Danforth to the U.S. Sen­ 
ate and two rather than the 
usual one Republican to Con­ 
gress offset the loss of the gov­ 
ernor’s 
mansion 
somewhat, 
McCuskey said, and a full or 
nearly full slate of legislative 
candidates in two years could 
help improve the GOP repre­ 
sentation in the congressional 
delegation. 
Danforth began the party’s 
resurgence when he ended 
nearly three decades of Demo­ 
cratic control of the Capitol by 
becoming attorney general in 
1968. Bond continued the move 
with his election as auditor two 
years later and then governor 
in 1972, (wiling with him Wil­ 
liam Phelps as lieutenant gov­ 
ernor. 
But the revival began a stall 
when John Ashcroft, appointed 
by Bond to finish the last two 
years in his term as auditor, 
lost the office in 1974 to Demo­ 
crat George Lehr. This year, 
Phelps narrowly won re-elec­ 
tion and Ashcroft will succeed 
Danforth as attorney general.

NEW YORK (AP) - Some 
new low-tar and nicotine filter 
cigarettes emit more dangerous 
gases than some regular filter 
and nonfilter brands of ciga­ 
rettes, according to a Reader’s 
Digest study. 
The gases, hydrogen cyanide 
and nitrogen oxides, are associ­ 
ated with lung diseases, the 
magazine reports in its Decem­ 
ber issue. 
The magazine includes two 
pages of charts listing the 
amount of the gases produced 
in various brands of cigarettes. 
The study, conducted for the 
Reader’s Digest by Foster D. 
Snell, Inc., found that such low- 
tar filter brands as Merit King 
and Fact King produced more 
nitrogen oxides than such high- 
tar cigarettes as Camel, Win­ 
ston Filter King and Lucky 
Strike Regular. 
The government has linked 
tar and nicotine in cigarettes to 
cancer and heart disease. 
The study also found that al­ 
most all the leading high-tar fil­ 
ter brands tested produced 
more of the gases than the 
high-tar nonfilter brands tested. 
The report follows an earlier 
Digest article that measured 
carbon monoxide in cigarettes 
and found that leading nonfilter 
brands put out lessjof the gas 
than most leading filter brands. 
The study found that the 
cigarette with the least amount 
of the gases was Carlton Filter 
70, followed by Now Filter 
King. 
The 
largest amounts 
were found in Kool Filter 100’s 
and L&M Filter King. 
The 
report 
warns 
that 
smokers who draw deeply and 
are fast puffers swallow more 
of the gases.

Carter’s job goal may strain economy 


NEW YORK (AP) - Presi­ 
dent-elect Carter’s goal of low­ 
ering the jobless rate by 1.5 
percentage points in 1977 might 
result in costly bottlenecks, ac­ 
cording to a U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce official. 
To achieve this goal, said 
Jack Carlson, the new chief 
economist of the national cham­ 
ber, would strain the nation’s 
plant capacity, which he views 
as suffering from serious un­ 
derinvestment. 
Carlson fears that much of 
the plant and equipment said to 
be available for use is either 
obsolete because it requires too 
much energy to operate or else 
is impacted by environmental 
limitations. 
When demand for goods ex­ 
ceeds the capacity of the pro­ 
duction machinery, a general 
inflationary situation usually 
ensues, resulting in conditons 
which the chamber fears could 
be the excuse for imposing 
wage-price controls.

NEW YORK (A P) - Some 
new low-tar and nicotine filter 
cigarettes emit more dangerous 
gases than some regular filter 
and nonfilter brands of ciga­ 
rettes, according to a Reader’s 
Digest study. 
The gases, hydrogen cyanide 
and nitrogen oxides, are associ­ 
ated with lung diseases, the 
magazine reports in its Decem­ 
ber issue. 
The magazine includes two

in various brands of cigarettes 
The study, conducted for the 
Reader s Digest by Foster D. 
Snell, Inc , found that such low- 
tar filter brands as Merit King 
and Fact King produced more 
nitrogen oxides than such high- 
tar cigarettes as Camel, Win­ 
ston Filter King and Lucky 
Strike Regular.
